Boys Were Attending Horses 
In Barn When Storm 
Arose 


Twenty year old Thomas 
i Alfred Birtles isdead and his 
‘fifteemyenr old brother lies in 
a serions condition as the result 
of an electric storm which 
struck ‘the barn in which the 
two were working at 8.30 
o'clock last night. The addt- 
tional toll of the electri¢ storm 
at the samie time and place was 
three horses, these being elect. 
rocuted as they stood in the 
barn eating their .usual even: 
ing’s ration,, Tbe farm struck 
by the lightning is owned’ by 
Joseph Birtles, father, of the 
boys, andis located at Cum- 
ming’s Corner, a few miles east 
of town. 
Middlemass, of Wain- 
wright, who was called to the 
scene of the accident last night 
saysthat Thomas Alfred with 
the horses that he was attend- 
ing, was killed instantly. The 
stormalthough not of long dur- 
ation, commenced shortly after 
8 o'clock. Ace ompanied by very 
little rain, it raged for half an

before named. Itis said that 
the younger boy who still lives, 
was in adifferent part of the 
barn to his dead brother. He 
was struck and stunned but 
when his father arrived from 
the cow shed some few minutes 
later, unacquainted of the 
storm's consequences, he was 
conscious and able to speak. 

The father, thinking the 
boy had taken sick, carried the 
lad tothe house. It was not 
until later that the absence of 
Thomas Alfred was thought of. 
Then it wasthat the father, 
with another son, went to the 
barnto stumble over his dead 
boy and to see the dead horses 
near bim. 

Dr. Middlemass stated to-day 
that no damaye was done to the 
barn itself, merely small holes 
inthe roof giving evidence as 
to where the lightning penetra- 
ted. Examination of the body 
of tie deceased proved that he 
wes struck onthe right side, 
marks similar to the branches 
of atree being plainly visible, 
The younger boy is expected to 
recover.

Cotton Seed Meal . 


A Concentrated Food For Live Stock 
to be Used With Caution 

Cottonseed meal is one of the most 
concentrated. feedstuffs found upon 
the market. today and contains from 
38 to 45 per cent. of protein, being 
very valuable as nitrogenous feed. It 
has not proved to be a good one for 
very young calves, according to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Wash- 
ington, and until more is learned 
concerning tite toxicity of the meal it 
is well to feed very sparingly ana 
with extreme caution. . 
For feeding to breeding cows there 
ig no feed which equals cottonseed 
meal in small quantities. The bree- 
ing-herd can be wintered economic- 
ally by feeditig about two pounds per 
head per day with some silage and 
other farm roughage. It is not‘\ad- 
visable to feed bulls on large quan- 
tities” for long periods, the opinion 
prevailing among stockmen that it 
impairs the breeding powers of the 
animal. From two to three pounds 
may be fed daily along with some 
other feeds. such as bran, corn silage 
and good hay- 
When steers are not fed over 
seven pounds of cottonseed meal a 
day they can usually be fed for 100 
to 120 days without. showing any 
signs of cottonseed meal’ sickness. 
If silage or’ other succulent feed, is 
given as roughage the meal can be 
fed much longer without harmful re- 
sults. .- 

It would be well for feeders to bear 
in mind the following points: 

Do not feed. young calves heavily 
on cottonseed meal.

Mr. H. L. Propst of Vatirena, Al- 
berta, who has just made the first 
shipment of wheat out of the Peac: 
River country, to the Winnipeg mar- 
ket, is one of the pioneers of that 
reat fertilo district, which is now be- 
ing linked up with the main line of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific by the build- 
in:; the Edmonton, Dunvegan and Bric 
ish Colum via railway. ; 

“When grain reached the price it 
was this winter,” says Mr. Propst, ‘I 
saw where it was possible to haul the 
grain and just as soon as the steel was 
laid to end of gradc I started niy 
teams. Had we been two days later 
we would have lost the chance as the 
snow was practicaly all gone by the 
time we reached the end of steel. In 
crossing the Peace River the gorge 
is some 700 feet deep, and it required 
doubling on the hill, and as it was 
getting bare of snow it required seven 
teams to get the heaviest loads up the 
hill, which is one and one half miles 
long. It took seven days for this trip 
from Vanrena to Peace River Iand 
ing. The wheat will realize about Sr 
cents per bushel! all clear, after ex- 
penses are paid.”

But 
the task before the Canadian was 
hazardous in the extreme and called 
for unbounded nerve. 

Bobby was equal to the occasion. 
Bending low over the neck of his 
mount he dashed forward, and, in 
Spite of the withering fusilade, it seem- 
ed for a time’that he would fulfil his 
mission unhurt. But just before reach- 
ing shelter his horse was hit and went 
down headlong, pitching the rider 
heavily, ~The Canadian was stunned 
for the moment, and when he re: 
covered consciousness it was only ta 
find that he was so badly hurt’ that 


injured despatch rider could 
for much longer.

Immediately Ground is Gained 


Soldiers Start to Burrow 


It is practically impossible for sol 
diers-to re:ain in the open and live 
under modern artillery fire. When a 
column of soldiers advance until they 
can go no farther they hold the ground 
they have gained by: burrowing into 
the earth. Mach soldiers lies flat on 
the ground and, by means of trench- 
ing tools, or failing them his bayonet, 
makes a shallow trench at his side, 
carefully placing the loose earth in a 
pile at his head. This hole is suf. 
ficiently deep to safeguard him from 
stray bullets, and under cover he be. 
gins to dig another and deeper trench 
at his side.. This is known as a “lying 
down” trench, and, being about 2 feet 
deep, hides the soldier’s body from the 
enemy when he craw's into it. 

In these roughly constructed shel- 
ters the troops He until darkness sets 
in, when the engineers, with a for- 
midable array of pick-axes, saws, and 
spades, set to work to enlarge the 
“lying down” holes until they are 
deep enough to shelter a standing 
soldier. The dirt taken from the 
trenches is carefully piled up in front 
of the shelter to form a parapet which 
swallows up the force of bullets. 

A short distance behind the trench- 
es, actually in the firing line, shelters 
. | back on in case of retreat. These, 
pot being built under fire, can be 
carefully made on selected ground, 
and motor-drawn ploughshares are 
used to break earth for them. Barbed 
wire interlaced with branches cut 
from trees is placed in front of these 
shelters, and wooden beams piled with 
earth cover them to pretect the troops 
below from shells bursting overhead.

atan onnual rental of $1 on acre. Not more 
than 2.560 acres will be loased to one applicant. 

Application for a lease must be made by the

In surveyed territory the land must he 
cribed by sections, or legal subdivisions of 
sections, and in unsurveyed territory the tract 
applied for shall be stakcd by the applicant 
himself.
